NATIONAL SECURITY COUNCIL INTELLIGENCE DIRECTIVE NO. 5 
ESPIONAGE AND COUNTER - SS M OM A Qa INTELLIGENCE OPERATIONS 


Pursuant to the provisions of Section 102 (d) of the National Security 
Act of 19 U7, rb amended , the National Security Council hereby authorizes and 
directs that? 

1. The D l ro ete r e£ Ce atraL Central Intelligence Agency 

shall conduct all o rganis e d F e dora! U.S a espionage operations outside the 
United States and its possessions for the collection of foreign Intelligence 
information required to meet the needs of all Departments and Agencies concerned, 
in connection with the national security, except for certain activities by 
other Departments and Agencies.

Commander thereof, will pro vide e spionage 
and counter-intelligence support to military operations In accordance w ith the 
require taanta of the U.S. Military Theater Commander or the Joint Chiefs of Staff . 
All exceptional espiona^ and counter-intelligence operations which ar e conducted 
by the Central Intelligence Agency, in, from, or through a military theater In 
support of national intelligence requirements will be coordinated by the Director 
of Central Intelligence with the ^otr^^d-efB of Staff .

1* In the oourse of the preparation of draft revisions of NSC ID 1 
this staff recommended that there be included in that directive pro- 
visions concerning collection requirements and cover support to this 
Agency. The final draft of NSC ID 1 which is to be reviewed by the IAC 
does not contain ary reference to either of these subjects. 

2. It is therefore recommended that the following sentence be 
added to paragraph 1 of the third draft of NSCID 6 * 

M The other Departments and Agencies, on their part, shall 
assist the Central Intelligence Agency in this task with 
continuous and timely guidance, by specific collection re- 
quirements and assessments of intelligence information 
collected.” 

3, It is further recommended that a paragraph be inserted in the 
third draft of NSCID $ to read* 

“In the conduct of such espionage and counter-intelligence 
operations the Director of Central Intelligence shall make 
arrangements with the Departments and Agencies for such 
cover support as may be needed by the Central Intelligence 
Agency." 

In the event that the recommendations for additional changes to NSCID J> 
Contained in my memoranda to you dated 26 April and 8 May are not con- 
sidered necessary, it Is suggested that the paragraph quoted above be- 
come paragraph 3 of NSCID 5 and that the present paragraph 3 and sub- 
sequent paragraphs in the third draft be renumbered. 

]*. During the FI weekly briefing of General Trusoott on May 29, 

I discussed the above recommendations. With regard to the recommenda- 
tion contained in paragraph 2, the General suggested that we attempt to 
insert the provision on requirements either in NSCID 3 or NSCID 5. 
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Since the CIA Task Force concerned with NSCID 3 did consider this 
suggestion and recommended against its inclusion in that directive, 
we therefore recommend its addition to paragraph 1 of NSCID 5>. Gen- 
eral Truecott expressed conourrence with the suggestion contained in 
paragraph 3*
